The Create it March on Record. — An¬ 
other unprecedented military march has been 
accomplished by a regiment ot the U. S army. 
A large portion of the Seventh Regiment 
marched from Camp Floyd, U. T., to Fort Bu¬ 
chanan, New Mexico, travelled onc thousand 
miles, nnd spent 140 days on the road. This 
is one of the most lengthy military journeys 
recorded. It is not generally known that thc 
longest inarch of infantry ever accomplished 
was successfully completed about a year ago 
by an American regiment—the gallant old 
Sixth—which left Fort Leavenworth, Kansas, 
for California, a distnnee of 2,800 miles, and 
was 190 days on the road, of which 1G2 were 
actually spent in marching. 

This march was nearly twice the length of 
that oi Hannibal’s troops going from Italy to 
Spain, and more than twice as long as that ol 
Xenophon’s ten thousand, and much longer 
than Nacolcon’s perilous journey to Moscow 
The Sixth suffered severely all thc way. At 
Carson Valley thc snow fell for three days, and 
at the end of that time lay on the ground 18 
inches deep. More recently several compa¬ 
nies of a fine regiment passed seventeen days 
without meeting water, thus being thrown on 
the scanty supply of their wallets. 

The fatigue and labor of the endless cam¬ 
paigns incident to the service of an American 
trooper arc said to be so debilitnting that, ot 
14,000 men nominally considered cfficient.hard- 
ly G000 could be selected fit to compete with 
regularly disciplined forces. The entire caval¬ 
ry is in a wretched state, its men and horses 
being daily incapacitated for duty by illness 
and want.
